LATEST FBOM BAKTA CBCK. 


SAHTA C»r/z, May 35.—Tbe flag* on 


the municipal and private brildings still 
fly at half-mast. The funeral of some 
of the victims took place this morning 
at 10 o'clock. As the hoar approached 
the store* were closed, blinds were 
drawn, and the town assumed a look of 
sadness. 
The funeral services were 


held over the bodies of William Costello, 
Jeremiah D'Aroy, Frank Butler and 
Mrs. Hnssey. Clay F. Merrill was bur- 
ied at Soqnel. 


The wounded are generally getting 


on remarkably well. & cool and pleas- 
ant breeze blows up from* the seaside, 
which helps them. 


An inspection of the wounded was 


made this morning. 
There are here 


only two who are very seriously hurt. 
One is Anson Bhode, a young German 
from San Francisco. He has severe in- 
ternal injuries and the lower limbs are 
partially paralyzed. It cannot now be 
told whether he 
will live or "die. 


George Post, of Santa Cruz, sustained 
frightful injuries, bnt he is better this 
morning than he has been and strong 
hopes are entertained of his recovery. 
Henry Bose of San Francisco may pos- 
sibly recover. Herman Reipon of San 
Francisco, a brewer, and A. Camellade 
have severe bnt not necessturilly fatal 
injuries. The deaths now number in all 
16. The number wounded will never be 
ascertained with certainty. It is known 
that there were 38 wounded, besides 
those who went on the train to San 
Francisco the afternoon of the accident. 


The Coroner's jury met this morning, 


bnt adjourned at 3 p. M. to attend tbe 
iunerals of the dead. The jury will 
probably complete their work to-night. 
At the inquest two attorneys of the 
railroad company and the District At- 
torney will attend and question wit- 
nesses. 


The scene of the accident was ex- 


amined and surveyed by officers of the 
road this morning. They give as the 
result of their examination that the 
curvature of the track where the oirs 
jumped was 14 degs., 13 min. It was 
originally a 13 degree curve, bnt beat 
from the sun by expansion increased it. 
The railroad people promulgate the idea 
that the expansion may hare moved 
one of its rails from its place, and while 
the engine, from its enormous weight, 
stuck to the track, the lighter and top- 
heavy cars swung from the rails.
